Tux policy of the open door’ which 
‘hos .been the “basis of our national 
trade for three quarters: of 4 century. 
haw, been rudely shaken by the 
war and isin a fair way of being 
abandoned, Lord Banrocr oF 
Buriaran’s Committee, which hag 
issued two final reports (one supe 
plementary) makes some trenchant 


| recommendations in this comection: 


“The Committee recommend action 
to the Canadian against 
dumping goods. Preferential treat- 
ment should be. aecorded to the 
Oversens Empire ‘in ‘rexpect to 
Customs dues now or herealter 
imposed in the United Kingdom, 
Other forms of Imperial preference 
should be considered. Protection 
should ba afforded a certain number 
of induutrics on the recommendations 


of a sttong independent Board.” In |. 


the supplementary report, the Com- 
ittee states: 
that interference ia our.export trade 
should ‘be limited to” cases. where 
public interest reqnires it.” A system 
of Inaperial preferential tariffs has 
bien advocated in recent years but 
it, waa not until the present war 
that the’ necessity for ro-examining 
the policy of the open door in trade 
forced itself upoa publie recognition.
